Copy was poor with 

a weak signal in the static. (GZ-OH232) 
. 07/24/05, 0108-01 12, 6925U - Another weak signal with a program of rock mx, including 

"My Sweet Lord." An OM introduced George Harrison before that song. Quickly faded 

out to no copy. (GZ-OH232) 

• 07/24/05, 2255-2306, 6925U - This one was even weaker than the other ones. An OM 
gave an ID as R. (?) at 2255 but I did not copy the ID. Mostly instrumental Rock mx 
during the program. Clobbered by a loud digital ute at 2259. There was some talk of a 
"control box." (GZ-OH 141) 

• 07/25/05, 0030, 6925A - no static but weak, Pop mx. (WH-IL Poor) 

• 07/25/05, 0110, 6924A - weak, unstable carrier freq, rapid switching of songs. (WH-IL 
Poor) 

• 07/25/05, 01 15-021 1+, 6924U - A marathon broadcast that went about an hour in 
duration. Mostly rock mx, but several segments of poorly copied talk by an OM 
announcer as well. Some "Twilight Zone" mx at times. Transmitter drifty, drifted up over 
200 Hz. Further, the modulation of the voice segments was not very good, causing poor 
copy of the talk. Modulation appeared to be A3H mode, with a weak carrier, USB 
modulation, and nothing on the LSB, sort of like CHU. I think that this one was having 
some transmitter trouble, but he gave few if any ID's, so 1 dont know who it was. (GZ- 
OH 242) 

• 07/31/05, 0050-0104*, 6925A - Tentatively Geico and/or Nick Not Pirate R.- Program of 
Rock mx including l ull's "Bungle in the Jungle" and similar artists. At 0059 said 
repeatedly "from Geico," but this may or may not have been an ID. At 0101 they said 
"Nick Not Pirate Radio," which also may or may not have been an ID. Mentioned QSl.'s. 
but no address copied. Toward the end announced his intentions to go shoot some Jack 
Daniels. (GZ-OH 242) 



07/3 1/05, 0307-03 10*, 6925U - Weak signal with a short program of Rock mx. Said 
"Shortwave testers" repeatedly at the beginning, but I'm not sure that this can be counted 
as an ID. Poor copy given weak signal level. (GZ-OH 141) 

08/01/05, 0045, 6924A - poor, parts of many miscellaneous Pop tunes, unsteady carrier 
freq varied with bent of music, overmodulatcd. (WH-IL Poor) 

08/08/05, 0058-01 13*, 6924U - Program of Rock and Blues mx w/occasional talk by an 
OM announcer. Some 'Twilight Zone" mx. Did not copy an ID or an address, 
unfortunately. One of the tunes was "Mississippi Baby." (GZ-OH 242) 
08/14/05, 0010, 6925U - Poor, much static, 60's instrumental surfer rock, slow down drift 
in freq. (WH-IL Poor) 

08/1 6/05, 0044-01 00, 6920U - Zell Miller quote about dueling, remixed Welbutrin XL 
us snips. (WS-TN Good) 



MAIL DROPS 



These are the relevant - for this month - addresses to which you should send your reports as 
appropriate (along with at least three first class stamps to handle mailing costs) if you 're doing 
things by snail mail or if the station doesn t use email. 

Don 7 forget that foreign drops need IRCs or dollar bills instead of US postage stamps. 

Semi-foreign drops (read: Canadians) need cash or IPCs but might accept cowry shells, beads 
or small hand mirrors. Pouline is an accepted medium of exchange only within the province of 
Quebec. 

Of course, if you really want to cover all the bases - get with it and spend the vast sum of $49 
bucks (after rebate) for a Web TV box - as time goes by, more and more of the QSL business is 
being transacted via email.
